most important element of any campaign for 
human liberty is the medium of expression thro 
which the cause is interpreted. It must reflect the 
cause itself. It must be impersonal in its fairness to 
all sides of the question and must be correct in its 
conclusions. It must have as its purpose the desire 
to impartiality and truthfully present facts on which 
the justice of the cause is based. The medium of 
expression must possess character if it is to serve its 
purpose in successfully advocating a cause which has 
no other excuse for existence save that it is sound 
and right. 

EQUAL RIGHTS, magazine of the National Woman’s 
Party, campaigning for equal rights between women 
and men in all human relationships, is a medium of 
expression. As the only publication in the field 
devoted to the accomplishment of this aim it has a 
serious mission. In order to fulfill this mission it is 
now sought to establish a permanent EQUAL RIGHTS 
Fund, named in honor of that dauntless exponent of 
the principle of equality, Amelia Earhart, who cast 
her lot with the National Woman’s Party in the effort 
to bring about equal rights under law through the 

roposed Equal Rights Amendment to the Constitu- 
ion of the United States. 

A memorial so often closes a chapter, signals the 
fall of the curtain—suggesting finis. Immortality lies 
in the continuation of work, and so it is that the 
National Woman’s Party seeks to honor its beloved and 


‘distinguished member, Amelia Earhart, by giving her

What could be a more fitting recognititon of a fem- 
inist who was moved to write to her husband just 
before embarking on her greatest adventure, these 
lines: “Women must try to do things just as men 
have tried. When they fail, their failure must be but 
a challenge to others.” 

The Amelia Earhart Fund for EQUAL RIGHTS is the 
tribute her friends and admirers desire. Aviation and 
equal rights between men and women, as sponsored 
by the National Woman’s Party, were her two greatest 
interests. She was motivated by the principle of 
equality. She was a pioneer. She was spectacular 
only in that—where others were timid—she dared to 
venture into unexplored places, to present the 
challenge to others that they might be spurred to 
greater accomplishment. 

The Amelia Earhart Fund for EQUAL RIGHTS is the 
pulsating tribute Amelia Earhart would want rather 
than a dead thing chiseled in stone. Her vibrant being, 
her radiant personality cannot be carved in cold marble 
without giving the impression of imprisoning a soul 
meant to soar on wings. Only something alive—some- 
thing reaching out toward a goal of accomplishment 
would be appropriate for Amelia Earhart. 

To one who wrote, “Each time we make a choice 
we pay with courage to behold resistless day and count 
it fair,“ we offer a breathing tribute—not a stone-cold 
mute memorial commemorating that which has passed.

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“Last Flight”—Amelia Earhart

ve HAT she left such a chronicle of her last flight 
is in itself characteristic of Amelia Earhart, who, 


despite the silence that closed about her that fatal day 


last July, comes back to us a very much alive person 
in “Last Flight.” 

It is an amazing book, not as literature, though she 
paints the scenery she saw in bold vivid strokes, and 
with a freshness and spontaneity tells the story of her 
trip in a manner that leaves to the world an equally 
— characterization of the flier 


conducted under a satisfactory system of dual control.“ 

Referring to her early days in aviation she spoke 
of the opportunity her activities gave her to know 
women everywhere, who shared her conviction that 
“there is so much women can do in the modern world 
and should be permitted to do irrespective of sex,” 
adding that “probably my greatest satisfaction was to 
indicate by example now and then, that women can 
sometimes do things themselves if given the chance.” 

While “Last Flight” was not 
intended to be a feminist book, 


Debonnaire, utterly lacking in 
fear and with a gaiety of spirit 
and zest for life, she enjoyed 
every mile of the journey and, dur- 
ing the brief pauses for rest and 
a check of her plane, performed 
the remarkable feat of reducing 
to writing the actual flight, in- 
cluding the radiance of her spirit 
and her joy in the exploration.

yet in all that she writes of her- 
self and her work there sounds 
again and again the recurring 
note of her belief in equality 
between the sexes, and her desire 
to do away with discriminations 
based on sex. 

The charm of her naturalness 
draws the reader to her, for in- 
stance, when she tells of singing 
much of the starry night when 
high above the dark waves of the 
Pacific Ocean she soloed from 
Honolulu to California. - 

“My husband, a practicing be- 
liever in wives doing what they 
do best, is an approving and help- 
ful partner in all my projects,” 
is the way she tells of Mr. Put- 
nam’s approval of her living her 
life as she wanted to live it. 

Referring to her work at Pur- 
due University, she speaks of the

The sunshine of Amelia Earhart’s personality illu- 
minates the pages of her book. Once you embark upon 
the adventure of reading it, you do not put it down 
until the curtain of silence falls, leaving you unwilling 
to close the chapter. You keep on following her, with- 
out stopping to think of reality, and with the exalted 
feeling that somewhere, somehow, her gallant spirit 
must be continuing on her adventurous flight. 

The writer of “Last Flight” had a rare combination 
of exceptional intellect, charm, courage, understand- 
ing, a burning passion for life and with it all a dee 
desire to make her own contribution to the cause 
securing for women equality with men in all fields 
of endeavor.

Be REATE jobs by virtue of your feminine talents, 

rather than by attempting to compete with 
men.” This is the slogan frightened men and mis- 
guided women are spreading broadcast. Olga Knopf, 
the well-known psychologist, recommended it at the 
end of an otherwise illuminating and inspiring book, 
Mary Lewis, a business woman of ability, suggested 
it at the New York Herald-Tribune’s Forum, and the 
1938 version of Godey’s Ladys Book, in other words, 
The Ladies’ Home Journal, advises it editorially. 

Now, of course, it is very sensible for women to 
make use of their special talents and I do not think 
there is a doubt that women have always done so. 
To assume that women are stampeding men’s jobs, 
when they undertake whatever work appeals to them, 
is absurd. This is the age-old propaganda that believers 
in masculine headship offer perennially. 

In the past women found that they were skilled in 
the household arts, spinning, weaving, the preparation 
of food, and so forth. They even followed these into 
the factory. Now when machines have brought about 
a surplus of labor, women are accused of competing 
with men even in these fields. 

Women found that they were particularly suited to 
teaching children. Now we hear that the schools are 
over feminized, and the better, higher paid jobs are 
given to men. 

Women, because of their love of order and patience 
with detail, made good secretaries. Now young men 
are beginning to think secretarial jobs lie in their 


But there are also women who have talents that 
turn them to law, architecture, engineering, science, 
government, and business administration. I think 
these, too, are feminine qualities long kept dormant by 
faulty education. 

Why, after all, talk about feminine and masculine 
talents and characteristics? Why emphasize the differ- 
ences which are so largely the result of education and 
environment? Why suggest that women stop compet- 
ing with men and instead utilize their feminine tal- 
ents, unless you believe with Hitler and Mussolini that 
women’s only talents are to be found in the role of 
home-makers and child-bearers? 

It would be very foolish for a woman with a talent 
for designing clothes, or selling and advertising chil- 
dren’s or women’s clothes, to try to fit herself to be 
a lawyer. And it would be the height of folly for a 
woman with the talent for architecture to devote her 
life to tearoom management or candy manufacture. 

Can’t we think of women as human beings, with 
freedom and ability to develop along any line the world 
offers? Do we always have to advise them and warn 
them not to compete with men?

Harvey Gravell Would 
Compensate Women 


Harvey Gravell, a paint manufacturer in Ambler, 

ve each of his seventy married workers a check today 

or $300 with this statement: 

“This is for your wife, not for you.” 

This distribution of $21,000 was in addition to 
$54,000 dispensed in Christmas bonuses by Mr. Gravell 
among his eighty-five single and married employes. 
Last Christmas he played Santa Claus by paying off all 
his workers’ debts, ranging from $10 up to a $6,500 
mortgage. That cost him about $90,000. 

Discussing the thought behind his payment of a 
bonus to his workers’ wives he said that when a man 
hired a laborer he was not paying for “a specific com- 
modity” but rather was paying for “the doctors, the 
teachers, the lawyers and dentists and priests who have 
contributed to the make-up of the laborer, as well as 
for the labor itself.” : 

“But one of the most important factors in the make- 
up of a man has up to this time been ignored,” he con- 
tinued. “That factor is the housewife, who plods along 
emg after year, mending her husband’s socks, cooking 

food, washing the dishes, putting up a good front, 
and, what is more important, rearing offspring to take 


the laborer’s place when his human machinery finally 


wears out. 


“And all this she is willing to do for what she gets, 
and that is often nothing. That a housewife, should be 


. compensated along with the doctors, lawyers, dentists 


and priests cannot be denied but can and is often over- 
looked.” 


Mr. Gravell said he was interested in calling the at- 
tention of “the armchair economists, the efficiency ex- 


perts, sweat-shop operators and misguided reformers” 
to the “composite unit of labor.” . 


The cash bonuses to the workers themselves ranged 


. from $100 to $7,000 and were distributed, Mr. Gravell 


said, on the basis of need and worth.” He is president 
and owner of the American Chemical Paint Company.

With rich experi- 
ence of life, with sympathy and understanding of 
people and a rare sense of humor which never allowed 
any situation to become tragic, she was an invaluable 
counsellor. She was a member of the National Council 
of the Woman’s Party and served for years as Chair- 
man of its House Committee. In this position she 
cheerfully solved the ever recurring practical _— 
lems, added to the comfort and attractiveness of head- 
quarters and always looked after the well being of our 
workers. When the necessary alterations were bei 
made to the present headquarters, as vice-chairman o 
the committee in charge, she worked constantly with 
the architects and builders and gave personal over- 
sight to all that was done. Alva Belmont House is 
filled today with evidences of her thought and care 
and unstinting work. And all was done with joy in 
the doing! 

It is her joy in life, her gallantry of spirit that dom- 
inates our memories of our beloved comrade. I shall 
never forget the last words she said to me: “Remem- 
ber, there is always a sunrise.” A rare and precious 
person has passed—but her undying spirit goes on with 
us in the work she loved.

The Inter American Commission of Women has just 


received word that on December 21, 1987, the Mexican 


Senate unanimously approved an amendment revising 
Article 34 of the present constitution proposing to 
grant suffrage to women on the same terms as men. 
This session of Congress ended December 31, 1937, 
without there being sufficient legislative time for the 
Chamber of Deputies also to approve the amendment. 

It is reported, however, that an extra session of 
Congress may be called for February or March of this 
year, at which time it is predicted that the Chamber 
of Deputies will follow the action taken by the Senate. 
Thereafter the proposed amendment must be ratified 
by a majority of the state legislatures. There being 
28 states in Mexico, a majority of 15 ratifications will 
be required.

mittee come from the Women. Lawyers’ Club. It has 
been forwarded to Miss Emma Dillon, secretary of the 
State Bar Association, so it may be considered today 
by the trustees and general council of the association, 
meeting in Trenton.
